THE  HOG  MONEY  OF  SOMMERS  IS- 
LAND. 

The  following  article  by  J.  H.  Lefroy,  Esq., 
of  Bermuda,  was  originally  printed  in  the 
“Numismatic  Chronicle,”  1867.  The  sub- 
ject is  perhaps  a little  worn  and  threadbare, 
but  as  the  records  of  the  island  were  consult- 
ed in  its  compilation,  and  the  account,  in  cer- 
tain particulars,  enlarges  on  Crosby’s  notes 
in  the  “ Early  Coins  of  America,”  it  may 
be  of  interest  to  our  readers.  Note  that  Le- 


froy speaks  of  eight  specimens  of  the  shilling 
j and  of  three  of  the  sixpence,  as  known  in 
[ Bermuda  itself  at  the  time  the  article  was 
written;  to  these  add  the  two  shillings  and 
one  sixpence,  mentioned  by  Crosby,  also  two 
or  three  shillings  known  to  have  been  in 
England  prior  to  1867,  plus  the  shilling  and 
sixpence  offered  at  one  of  Mr.  Scott’s  sales 
in  New  York  last  year,  and  we  have  a total  of 
at  least  13  shillings  and  4 sixpence  located  at 
the  present  time;  this  number  will  certainly 
increase  with  time,  as  new  specimen  will 
from  time  to  time  be  discovered  in  Bermuda 
and  elsewhere. 


The  difficulty  of  obtaining  currency  for  the 
new  trans-atlantic  settlements,  was  one  which 
made  itself  felt  very  early  in  the  colonization 
of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 
Spain  herself,  mistress  of  the  precious  metals, 
could  not  at  first  solve  it.  In  1586  they  used 
in  St'  Domingo  and  Porto  Rico  a currency  of 
small  square  pieces  of  leather,  for  want  of  sil- 
ver and  gold,  and,  some  years  later,  in  1638, 
a paper  money.  It  is  therefore  no  matter  of 
surprise  that  the  Virginia  Company  of  Lon- 
don, in  obtaining  from  James  I.  a charter  for 
the  settlement  of  the  Bermudas  (1612), 
should  have  contemplated  the  issue  of  a spec- 
ial coinage.  In  their  instructions,  dated  Ap- 
ril 27,  1612,  to  their  first  Governor,  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Moore,  they  say  (Art.  4) : — “Wee  or- 
daine  that  such  persons,  workemen  or  la- 
borors,  as  shall  at  any  tyme  be  employed  by 
you  for  our  busiues  in  the  said  Plantacon,  you 
shall  give  vnto  them  such  reasonable  day- 
wages  as  in  your  discretion  you  shall  esteeme 
them  worthie  to  have  deserved,  so  that  ex- 
ceed not  xx^/.  for  workmen  and  i2d  for  a la- 
bourer, for  which  purpose  by  the  next  supplie 
there  shalbe  a coyne  sent  vnto  you  withall 
convenient  opportunitie,  togeather  with  the 
rates  and  value  thereof.” — (Bermuda  Records, 
MS.  A.) 


The  “next  siipplie,”  we  learn  from  Smith's 
“History  of  Virginia,”  was  not  long  delayed. 
It  arrived  in  the  same  year,  and  another  in 
June,  1613,  but  as  that  author  is  silent  as  to 
any  money  having  arrived,  by  either  or  at  any 
time  in  Governor  Moore's  rule,  it  seems 
probable  that  the  Company  did  not  make 
good  their  intention. 

The  Virginia  Company  resigned  the  Ber- 
mudas to  the  Crown  in  November,  1614,  and 
they  were  shot  tly  afterwards  granted  to  a new 
Incorporation,  entitled  “the  Governor  and 
Company  ol  the  City  ot  London  for  the  plan- 
tation of  the  Somer  Islands,”  by  letters  patent, 
dated  June  29,  1615,  in  which  distinct  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  issue  of  a coinase,  in 
the  following  terms:  — 

“And  Wee  do  further  for  us,  our  Heires 
and  successors,  give  and  Grant  to  the  said 
Governor  and  Company,  and  their  successors, 
that  they  shall  and  lawfully  may  Establish  and 
cause  to  bee  made  a Co^me  to  pass  Currant 
in  their  said  Somer  Islands,  betweene  the  In- 
habitants there  for  the  more  easey  of  comerce 
and  bargaining  betweene  them  of  such  metall 
and  ill  such  manner  and  forme  as  the  said 
Governor  and  company  in  any  of  their  Gen- 
eral Courts,  shall  limitt  and  appoint.” 

This  coinage  is  distinctly  alluded  to  by 
Smith: — “Beside  meat,  drinke,  and  clothes, 
they  had  for  a time  a certain  kind  of  brasse 
money,  with  a Hogge  on  the  one  side,  in 
memory  of  the  abundance  of  hogges, 
found  at  their  first  landing”  (Smith,  under 
1616),  and  the  Company  in  their  instructions 
to  Governor  Daniell  Tucker,  dated  February 
15,  1615,  Bar.  25,  sayst— “Yf  any  refuse  and  | 
will  not  accept  his  contentment  out  of  the 
p.ffits  in  that  case,  we  have  appointed  a base 
coyne,  w''>  we  send  rated  with  our  p, visions, 
whereby  you  may  give  to  such  men  there  I 
weekely  wages  when  they  worke,  and  as  yon  * 
shall  find  them  to  deserve,  wlh  wch  coyne  yt 


' shalbe  lawfull  and  free  for  them  to  buy  any 
p. visions  out  of  the  store,  or  any  ffishe,  come, 
i tooles,  or  any  such  tliinge  in  the  Islands 
! where  they  can  gett  the  same.  And  to  that 
' end  you  shall  p.claime  the  sayde  coyne  to  be 
currant  to  pass  freelye  from  man  to  man,  on- 
ly throughout  the  Islands,  and  not  other- 
wise." 

Par.  26: — “And  yf  by  this  meanes  yt  shall 
I soe  fall  out  that  many  men  of  the  said  gener- 
al employm*  shall  rather  accept  to  take  there 
contentment  by  such  weekely  wages,  in  Base 
coyne,  whereby  the  number  of  those  that  rest 
contented  with  the  contract  of  p.ffitts  beinge 
The  fewer,  the  lesse  p. portion  of  p.ffitts  must 
yssue  from  vs  to  give  them  content,  yet  for 
Hheire  better  incouragement  wee  p.mis  of  our 
owne  voluntarye,  that  the  one-half  of  whatso- 
ever shalbe  found  that  wee  have  gained  by 
the  contentinge  soe  many  with  base  coyne, 
shalbe  freely  imparted  by  vs  to  those  that 
have  willinglie  yielded  to  take  there  salarye 
out  of  the  p.ffitts  to  make  there  dividents  the 
better.” 

I 

The  Hog  money  of  the  Somers  Islands,  as 
it  is  the  earliest  of  all  Colonial  coins,  has  also 
been  regarded  as  the  rarest.  A specimen 
sold  at  the  sale  of  the  Rev.  Jos.  Martin, 
which  I take  to  have  been  the  piece  at  one 
(time  in  the  cabinet  of  Thomas  Hollis,  was 
then  supposed  to  be  unique.  It  was  engrav- 
^ ed  by  Snelling,  1769,  and  by  Ruding,  and  de- 
scribed in  this  Journal  by  the  late  Mr.  Henry 
Christmas,  as  the  only  specimen  known  to 
exist.  It  was  ol  the  xiifr  value.  The  e.xistence 
of  a smaller  type  of  vie/,  current  value,  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  known  to  either  of 
these  authorities,  and  the  writer  has  only  seen 
three  examples.  Of  the  larger  type  there  are 
in  Bermuda  itself  about  eight  examples,  one 
of  which  was  found  as  recently  as  last  year, 
but  of  these,  two  or  three  are  indifferent 
specimens. 


I. 

SOMMIiR  ISLANDS.  A wild 
boar,  with  the  Roman  numerals  XII. 
VI.  VI,  a mnllet  of  five  points. 

Rev. — A ship  under  sail  filing  a gun,  the 
cross  of  St.  George  at  every  mast- 
head. 

There  is  something  projecting  beyond  the 
prow  of  a curved  character,  which  may  possi- 
bly be  intended  for  the  smoke  of  a cannon, 
but  seems  more  like  a fantastic  beak.  A de- 
fect in  the  striking  of  the  side  of  the  ship  may 
possibly  have  been  mistaken  for  the  repre- 
sentation of  smoke  from  cannon. 

II. 

SOMMLR  1 LANDS.  A wild  boar, 
with  the  Roman  numerals  VI.w.  w. 
a cross. 

Rev. — A ship  under  sail,  the  cross  of 
St.  George  at  e.ery  masthead. 

The  hogs  are  very  well  drawn,  and  do  not 
bear  out  the  statements  of  the  half-starved 
characters  of  those  animals  in  their  wild  state. 
The  ships,  with  a high  poop  and  forecastle, 
are  of  a very  ancient  type. 

The  records  of  the  colony  of  Bermuda  are 
e.xtant  from  the  year  /6i6  downwards,  but  j 
careful  and  repeated  e.xamination  has  failed 
to  discover  any  allusion  to  this  coinage.  The 
currency  was  tobacco;  all  debts  were  recover- 
ed and  paid  in  tobacco;  all  taxes  were  assess- 
ed and  levied  in  tobacco.  It  would  seem  as 
if  an  inseparable  prejudice,  which  the  Com- 
pany seem  to  have  anticipated,  had  from  the 
commencement  prevented  the  circulation  of 
money  without  intrinsic  value.  Where  to- ! 
bacco  is  not  mentioned,  the  word  sterling  is 
always  introduced,  and  this  is  perhaps  the 
only  ground  for  a supposition  that  there  may 
once  have  been  a metallic  currency  in  tern- 1 
porary  circulation;  but  as  the  coins  were  not 
intended  to  leave  the  colony,  the  very  limited 
number  of  specimens  now  known  to  have  ^ 
been  preserved,  is  itself  an  argument  that  few  , 
were  ever  issued.  J.  H.  Lefkoy.

Mr.  Zabriskie  read  the  address  of  the  Presi- 
dent congratulating  the  Society  on  its  suc- 
cess and  progress,  and  announcing  his  com- 
ing departure  on  a health  trip  to  Germany, 
the  land  of  his  ancestors.  The  reports  of  the 
I various  officers  all  showed  the  society  to  be 
in  a flourishing  condition,  with  anticipations 
j of  still  greater  usefulness  in  the  future. 
There  are  at  present  too  life  and  resident, 
j and  18  honorary  members,  the  library  has 
gained  largely  during  the  past  year,  the  so- 
ciety’s cabinet  is  constantly  being  enlarged 
and  the  finances  are  in  a satisfactory  condi- 
tion. Mr.  Gaston  P'enardent  exhibited  a 
large  and  valuable  collection  of  ancient 
Greek  coins  in  gold  and  silver,  which  are  to 
be  left  in  the  society’s  rooms  on  permanent 
exhibition;  Mr.  Balmanno  exhibited  a beauti- 
ful volume  containing  a large  number  of 
Colonial  and  Continental  notes,  also  a fine 
collection  of  P'ractional  currency;  Mr.  Ed. 
P'rossard  exhibited  his  set  of  60  1794  cents, 
combinations  of  various  obverses  and  re- 
verses; the  Hon.  Algernon  S.  Sullivan  de- 
livered a learned  and  eloquent  address,  and 
the  proceedings  in  general  were  harmonious, 
instructive  and  interesting.  At  the  close  the 
old  officers  were  re-electad  by  a unanimous 
and  emphatic  vote,  each  member  took  a 
flower  from  the  “Anrtion  Memorial  Vase” 
and  wended  his  way  homeward  well  satisfied 
with  the  mental  feast  of  which  he  had  par- 
taken.

Carefully  and  quite  ably  catalogued,  but 
the  admixtures  of  electrotypes,  Paduan  coins, 
and  modern  forgeries,  with  the  genuine  an- 
cient, robbed  this  catalogue  of  much  of  the 
interest  which  it  otherwise  would  have  pos- 
sessed. The  sequel  proved  also  that  a prac- 
tical electrotyper  makes  a very  poor  expert 
in  distinguishing  the  genuine  from  the  coun- 
terfeit. Dr.  Fowle  was  a gentleman  of  great 
culture,  an  ardent  student  in  the  numismatic 
field,  and  his  desire  to  study  all  the  types  of 
ancient  Greek  art  led  him  to  purchase  a large 
number  of  electros  of  coins,  unattainable  ex- 
cept at  enormous  prices;  but  the  thought  cer- 
tainly never  entered  his  head  that  these 
copies  would  once  be  introduced,  piece  by 
piece,  in  the  catalogue  of  his  collection.
